Mail Bidding At Auction 


Mail bidding at auction is both fun and easy and 
only requires a few simple steps.

Bids are recorded as they are received. Preference 
is given to the first bid received in case of a tie.

Lots delivered in the 
States of Texas, California, and Florida 
are subject to all applicable state and 
local taxes, unless appropriate permits 
are on file with us. Shipping, handling, 
and insurance charges will be added to 
invoices for lots delivered by mail.The 
minimum charge is $10.00 plus $0.25 
per coin. Overseas buyers must furnish 
their own insurance during shipment. 

7. We will mail an invoice to all successful 
mail/FAX/phone bidders by telephone 
on Thursday, May 30. If the auction 
invoice(s) or notice of successful bids 
submitted by the Auctioneer is not paid 
in full upon the date of the auction, the 
unpaid balance will bear interest at the 
highest rate permitted by law until paid 
from the date of the auction, and if the 
Auctioneer refers the invoice(s) to an 
attorney for collection, the buyer agrees 
to pay attorneys fees, court costs, and 
other collection costs incurred by the 
Auctioneer.

determine. In the event a successful bid¬ 
der fails to pay all amounts due, the 
Auctioneer reserves the right to resell 
the merchandise and the buyer agrees 
to pay for the reasonable cost of such a 
sale, including a 10% seller’s commis¬ 
sion, and also to pay any difference 
between the resale price and the price 
of his previously successful bid.

1888 MS 65 NGC. Satiny-white with a hint of golden peripheral 
color. Although sometimes available in roll quantities, not your 
everyday common Morgan in gem condition. 

1888- S MS 64 PCGS. This low-mintage issue is on many want lists 
in both circulated and uncirculated grades. 

1889- S MS 65 ANACS. A fully struck example of this better date 
Redfield dollar. The surfaces are lightly marked on each side and 
brilliant except for a hint of golden color at the top of the obverse. 

1890- CC MS 60 NGC. Brilliant and fully struck. 

1890- S MS 65 NGC. A gem specimen exhibiting excellent luster 
under subtle golden patina that is a bit heavier on the reverse. 

1891 MS 60 Prooflike ANACS. Slightly diminished luster accounts 
for the grade. The reflective fields have many small marks and abra¬ 
sions. although none of individual significance. 

1891- 0 MS 64 NGC. Well struck for this better New Orleans issue. 
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308 1891 -O MS 64 NGC. A second choice example. 

309 1891-0 MS 64 NGC. From the same source as the preceding pair 
and equally well preserved. 

310 1891-S MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Fully brilliant with 
striated, solidly reflective fields. A surprisingly elusive issue with 
DMPL qualities. 

311 1892-CC MS 64 NGC. Well struck with frostv-white surfaces dis¬ 
playing a completely untoned appearance. The fields are exception¬ 
ally clean for the grade, with just a few light ticks. Trends SI, 150. 

312 1892-0 MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous, the surfaces are exceptionally clean 
and show medium lilac and golden color but are weakly defined in 
the centers, as always.

A scarce example of this popu¬ 
lar late date in the Morgan series.

Well struck in the centers and displaying a thin 
halo of golden toning on the reverse. 

347 1921 MS 65 NGC. Deeply and originally toned, the centers are 
weakly defined, as usual. Still, a sporty looking example of the only 
silver dollar struck in high relief. 

348 1921 MS 66 PCGS. A shimmering white specimen that, if struck 
just a tad sharper in the hair strands over Liberty's ear. would make 
the perfect '21 Peace dollar.

Only moderately scarce by Dahlonega stan¬ 
dards. this issue can be found in better grades on a fairly consistent 
basis. Trends S2.900 in AU 55. $5,500 in MS 60. 

368 1852 MS 62 NGC. A very lustrous and frosty example of our small¬ 
est gold coin. Exceptionally clean surfaces with a couple of small 
ticks on the cheek. 

369 1853—Scratched—ANACS. grading VF 20 with some surface 
scratches on the obverse: 1886-S five-dollar—Damaged—ANACS. 
aradinc Fine 12. attempted piercing at 12 o'clock on the obverse; 
and a 1908-D five-dollar—Damaged. Polished—ANACS. grading 
XF 40. (Total: 3 coins) 

370 1853 MS 62 PCGS. Thick mint luster and only modestly abraded 
with a few' luster breaks in the reverse fields and a couple of small 
marks on the obverse. 

371 1853 MS 63 PCGS. Intricately detailed, this choice piece displays a 
shimmering, satiny brilliance and a few minor marks.

376 1860-S AU 58 NGC. A scarcer S-mint gold dollar with an impres¬ 
sively low mintage of only 13.000 pieces. Survivors are seldom seen 
above the VF-XF grade level. 

377 1874 MS 62 PCGS. Satiny luster with a tinge of reddish toning on 
the obverse. No LIBERTY on the headband. 

378 1887 MS 62 NGC. Fully struck, the prooflike surfaces show a rich 
golden-orange color overall with some minor scuffiness in the fields.

379 1886 PR 64 PCI. Deeply reflective fields with a modest contrast 
between the fields and devices. There are a few scattered hairlines 
on each side, but overall, this is an impressive example of this late 
date proof gold dollar. 

CERTIFIED CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLE 

380 1838-C VF 35 PCGS. A scarce Charlotte issue and popular as the 
first branch mint issue of the denomination, and as the lowest 
mintage issue (7,880 pieces) of the Classic Head type. The mint- 
mark. located prominently on the obverse, adds a certain charm as 
well. Double-punched mintmark, as always, and showing a planchet 
depression on the cheek, common to the ‘38-C, some localized 
weakness on the eagle’s neck is noted on the reverse. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

381 1842-0 VF 35 PCGS. Very scarce in all grades and much rarer than 
the mintage of 19,800 pieces would indicate. Akers rated the ‘42-0 
as- having the ninth lowest average grade in the series. This is a typ¬ 
ical coin with more striking softness than actual wear. Clean sur¬ 
faces. Trends $425 in VF 20, $1,600 in XF 40. 
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382 1850 MS 62 NGC. A much scarcer date than its substantial mintage 
would suggest, the 1850 is really quite a challenge to locate in strict 
mint condition. This piece shows no large abrasions and the surfaces 
have a reddish tinge to the basic green-gold color of the coin. 
Population: 7 in 62, only 4 finer. 

383 1850-0 AU 50 PCGS. Struck on a rich, deep-gold alloy planchet. 
Softly struck and lightly worn on the highpoints, but this must have 
been a remarkable coin at the time of striking because some 
prooflike luster still surrounds the letterins and devices. Trends 
S 1,250. 


384 1867-S AU 53 PCGS. This piece still retains much of the original 
mint luster and displays coppery-red toning in the protected areas, 
especially on the obverse. In AU. this date is a condition raritv. 
Trends $1,650 in AU 50. $2,250 in AU 55. 

385 1873 MS 62 PCGS. Open 3. Well struck with of a number of small 
field marks and a deeply lustrous appearance. 

386 1873-S AU 58 PCGS. A scarce and underrated issue and one that is 
seldom located above VF condition. Trends S1.350 in AU 55. S2.550 
in MS 60. 

387 1903 MS 66 NGC. An absolute gem quality specimen, displaying 
shimmering luster and coppery toning spots on both obverse and 
particularly on the reverse. 

388 1907 MS 63 PCGS. Satiny luster is enhanced with some reddish- 
golden patina on each side. A well struck, final year issue. 

389 1907 MS 64 PCGS. This example is boldly struck and lustrous with 
no major marks or spots.

390 1908 AU 58 PCGS. Frosty, but weakly defined on the eagle's wing 
as usual for this issue. 

391 1908 MS 63 NGC. Bright luster with some copper-red toning in the 
crevices on the obverse and the typical softness on the eagle's 
wingtip. 

392 1909 AU 58 PCGS. Rich golden color. 

393 1910 MS 60 PCGS. Several milling marks on the reverse limit the 
grade. 

394 1911 AU 58 PCGS. Appearing mint state with only the slightest rub¬ 
bing. 

395 1911-D AU 58 PCGS. Bright surfaces with no obvious or mention- 
able marks, this example appears mint state. Weakly impressed on 
the mintmark. Trends $1,850 in AU 55. $2,550 in MS 60. 

396 1911-D AU 58 NGC. Sharply struck throughout with a very well 
defined mintmark. Most of the mint luster remains and there are only 
a few handling marks apparent from a brief stay in the channels of 
commerce. 

397 1912 AU 50 ANACS; 1913 quarter eagle AU 58: 1881 half eagle 
Fine 15; and an 1897 half eagle VF 30. All four coins are ANACS 
certified. (Total: 4 coins) 

398 191.3 AU 58 PCGS. Bright and attractive. 

399 1914 AU 58 PCGS. Very clean with a matte-like finish. 

400 1914-D MS 62 NGC. Slightly muted luster shows on the surfaces 
with minimal field marks, just a tad softly struck. 

401 1915 AU 58 PCGS. Variegated pink and pale-blue patina. 

402 1915 MS 64 NGC. Fully struck with abundant, satiny luster on each 

side, and overall a lovely, problem-free coin. 




1915 MS 65 PCGS. Fully struck with very clean surfaces for this 
difficult type and a rare date in gem condition. Nice mint luster and 
good eve appeal throughout. Population: 34 in 65. 1 finer. Trends 
S4.250." 

1927 MS 64 PCGS. Excellent luster and color characterize this 
impressive choice Indian quarter eagle. The surfaces are also free 
from most distracting blemishes and the overall eye appeal is strong. 

1927 MS 64 PCGS. A splendid, near-gem Indian quarter eagle. 

CERTIFIED THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECE 


1855-S VF 25 NGC. The first year three-dollar gold pieces were 
struck in San Francisco. 


CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 


1845-D AU 55 PCGS. The '45-D is one of the more frequently 
encountered half eagles from Dahlonega. but of course, no D-mint is 
frequently encountered in grades approaching mint state. A suitable 
high grade type coin from this popular Georgia mint. 

1849-C AU 53 PCGS. One of the more available Charlotte half 
eagles, the '49-C is also one of the better produced coins from this 
popular Southern mint. Sure to be of interest to collectors who need 
a high grade type coin for a set. Trends $1,950 in AU 50. 

1882-S MS 63 NGC. Sharply defined with glittering semi-prooflike 
fields and a few typical contact marks overall. 

1885-S MS 62 PCGS. Fully struck with deep orange-red color in the 
centers and a light olive tint at the margins. 

1890 MS 62 PCGS. A rare, low mintage issue with only 4,240 busi¬ 
ness strikes produced. Most survivors are VF-XF. This is tied for the 
second finest coin certified by PCGS and is exceeded in grade by 
only one piece, an MS 63. Trends $3,300 in MS 62. 

1893-S MS 63 PCGS. Well struck and enhanced with colorful pati¬ 
na. A scarce, low population mint state piece that is infrequently 
offered. Population: 19 in 63, 4 finer. 

1895 MS 62 PCGS. Completely struck in all areas, only marred by 
a few scattered surface marks. 


1896-S AU 50 PCGS. Somewhat scuffy with some deep red color in 
the fields. A very scarce issue and seldom seen above AU. 

1898- S MS 62 NGC. Boldly struck, the fields are satiny and display 
much sparkling, orange-gold luster. 

1899- S MS 62 NGC. Highly lustrous. A scarcer S-mint five and 
hardly ever seen above the present grade. 

1903-S MS 62 NGC. Pinpoint striking details in the center of each 
side with slightly soft peripheral details. Rich orange-golden color. 

1903-S MS 64 NGC. A virtual gem struck in yellow-gold and dis¬ 
playing a clean, satiny appearance. 

1903-S MS 64 PCGS. Sharp and lustrous. 

1905 MS 64 NGC. Fully defined in all areas and showing rich 
orange-gold color and just a few trivial luster breaks in the fields. 

1906-D MS 62 PCGS. Rich satiny luster and well struck with loads 
of eye appeal. 

1906-S MS 62 NGC. A pleasing example of this final year S-mint, 
minimally abraded and displaying clean, boldly struck devices. 
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1906- S MS 65 NGC. Over the years since the grading services were 
established, we have had the opportunity to see just how scarce cer¬ 
tain issues are relative to the balance of the series. To date, data con¬ 
tinues to show just how scarce this issue really is. Only a handtul of 
examples even approach the MS 65 level. Boldly defined, the rich, 
satiny surfaces are enhanced with some orange-gold patina. A spe¬ 
cial opportunity for the gold specialist or collector seeking to add to 
a splendid collection. Population: 3 in 65, only 1 finer. 

1907- D MS 63 PCGS. Well struck, especially in the centers, with 
rich golden color and only a few light abrasions. 

1908 MS 63 PCGS. Satiny, fully lustrous, and very close to the MS 
64 level. This impressive coin displays a shimmering, bright-yellow 
color and a small toning spot in the shield on the reverse.

1908 MS 62 PCGS. First year of issue and always a popular collec¬ 
tor coin. 

1908 MS 62 PCGS. Another example of this first-year issue. 

1908 MS 62 PCGS. Yet another first-year example. 

1908- D MS 62 PCGS. Richly colored with frosty devices and only 
a few scattered abrasions holding down the grade. 

1908- D MS 64 PCGS. Despite its common date status, the ‘08-D is 
quite scarce in high grades. Trends S5.650. 

1909 MS 62 NGC. Slightly marked on each side, the surfaces are 
muted by a thin veneer of patina but there is adequate underlying 
luster. 

1909 MS 64 PCGS. Very scarce in this condition with 95 pieces 
graded in MS 64. Trends $4,900. 

1909- D MS 62 PCGS. The most common date in the series, and as 
a result the issue most often used for type purposes. 

1909-D MS 62 PCGS. Well struck. 

1909-D M&.63 PCGS. The most common $5 Indian in the various 
mint state grades and, as such, a suitable type coin candidate. 

1909-D MS 63 PCGS. An ideal type coin. Trends $2,150. 

1909- D MS 64 PCGS. A minimally abraded example, far choicer 
than the typical mint state Indian half eagle. 

1910- D MS 62 NGC. The strike is just a trifle soft and the luster a 
bit subdued on this scarce and underrated D-mint Indian, two of the 
chief deterrents in locating a choice specimen. 

1910-S MS 62 PCGS. A scarce date and quite difficult to locate in 
strict mint state. Trends $2,000. 

1911 MS 62 PCGS. Boldly defined with well frosted surfaces and 
only a few, very slight contact marks. 


445 1914-D MS 61 NGC. A moderately scarce issue, this solid mint state 
piece offers the collector an opportunity to owm this difficult issue 
without spending thousands more for a higher graded coin. Trends 
S425 in MS 60. $725 in MS 62. 

446 1914-S MS 62 PCGS. The ‘ 14-S is one of the premier rarities in this 
series with very few pieces known in strict mint condition. 
Population: 38 in 62, 11 finer. Trends $3,600 in MS 62. 

447 1914-S MS 62 PCGS. A second example of this condition rarity in 
the five-dollar Indian series. 

448 1915 MS 62 PCGS. Attractive as a type coin. 

449 1915-S AU 58 PCGS. Clean surfaces and showing some light wear. 
The strike is very sharp overall, though the mintmark is typically 
indistinct. 

450 1916-S MS 62 NGC. A moderately scarce five Indian that is also an 
issue that usually comes with a good “look” in whatever grade it is 
found. This piece has thick mint frost that has a rich reddish color 
and there are really very few abrasions for a coin in this grade. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY EAGLES 

451 1850 Small Date XF 40 NGC. The scarcer of the two varieties and a 
difficult coin in any grade. This piece is softly struck, as always. The 
most notable surface marks are a shallow scratch at the back of 
Liberty’s neck, and a couple of scrapes in the field above the eagle’s 
head. 

452 1868-S XF 40 NGC. This issue only had 13.500 pieces struck and 
only a few dozen pieces survive today, none in mint state. 

453 1873-S XF 40 PCGS. An extremely scarce issue, even more elusive 
than its already low mintage of 12.000 pieces suggests. 

454 1884-S MS 62 NGC. Sharply defined features with a few scattered 
marks on each side and subtle coloration. One of the finest pieces 
known with none in higher grades and one of only 7 to have been so 
graded by NGC. Trends $1,600. 

455 1891-CC MS 61 NGC. Sharply struck with superior luster and small 
contact marks on each side. Popular CC issue. 

456 1892-CC AU 58 NGC. An original example of this popular Carson 
City ten. Evenly struck with a few minor, distracting blemishes, the 
devices are accented by an outline of deep reddish-russet patina. 

457 1892-S MS 63 PCGS. Scarce in uncirculated grades and especially 
elusive in MS 63 with none certified by either service in finer con¬ 
dition. 

458 1893 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with good color. Some abrasions on 
each side preclude a higher grade. 

459 1896 MS 63 NGC. While moderately scarce in lesser grades, the 
1896 is unobtainable any finer than MS 63, and few are known even 
at that level. This is a sharply defined example that has rich, reddish 
tinged, satiny surfaces that display the normal number of small abra¬ 
sions for a coin of this grade. Population: 20 in 63. none are finer. 


1912 MS 62 PCGS. The 1912 is considered a common date in lower 
grades. 

1912-S MS 60 PCGS. A scarcer five Indian in mint condition. This 
piece is certainly above average in eye appeal with a good strike 
(except on the mintmark. as always) and exceptionally clean sur¬ 
faces for the grade. The luster is a bit subdued, but this is character¬ 
istic of all specimens we have seen of this issue. Trends $1,400. 

1914 MS 62 NGC. Full unbroken luster over the highpoint of the 
cheek, just a few small marks account for the grade. 

1914 MS 62 PCGS. A moderately scarce and somewhat overlooked 
issue that is quite rare and expensive in higher grades. 


460 1896-S AU 58 PCGS. A scarce and highly respected issue among 
specialists, this piece shows the abrasions one would normally 
expect. The fields are very lustrous. Trends $875 in AU 55, $4,500 
in MS 60. 

461 1899 MS 62 PCGS. Well defined with a satiny, orange-golden 
appearance and few appreciable surface marks. 

462 1899 MS 62 PCGS. Quite lustrous and well struck, this piece has a 
good “look” for the grade. 

463 1901 MS 63 PCGS. Good eye appeal, derived mostly from the pink 
and orange tinted coloration seen across both sides. A few minor 
abrasions are noted throughout. 


I 464 1901 MS 63 NGC. Well struck in the centers with rich reddish-gold- 

i q en color and minimal abrasions. 
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465 1901-0 MS 62 PCGS. Nicely lustrous with a satiny appearance, the 
fields are remarkably free from the heavy abrasions so often encoun¬ 
tered.

466 1905-S MS 60 PCGS. Well struck with good luster for this condi¬ 
tionally rare issue, but hampered by a number of obvious contact 
marks. Trends S1.475. 

467 1906-D MS 62 PCGS. An attractive coin for type purposes that is 
cleaner than usually seen for the grade and showing good luster and 
color. 

468 1906-D MS 64 PCGS. A well struck, near-gem Coronet ten that dis¬ 
plays lovely yellow-gold color. Highly lustrous and showing mini¬ 
mal abrasions. 

469 1906-D MS 64 NGC. An upper-end type coin that is surprisingly 
clean and problem-free. Sharplv defined in all areas. NGC popula¬ 
tion: 12 in 64. 3 finer.

470 1907 No Motto MS 61 NGC. A scarce issue with an impressively 
low mintage of only 33.500 pieces. This is a softly struck coin that 
has a number of small, and individually insignificant, abrasions on 
each side. 

471 1908 Motto MS 61 PCGS. A sharply struck coin that has exception¬ 
ally lustrous surfaces and light color. A few contact marks on the 
obverse limit the grade. 

472 1908-S MS 65 PCGS. Ex: Trompeter. Described in that landmark 
sale as, “From first to last a superb example of coinage ail. This 
one's quality is clearly expressed by its bold strike, its splendid gold¬ 
en color, its flawless surfaces, and. best of all. its dazzling brilliance. 
For connoisseurs of the series. 1908-S ranks as a key date, a date sel¬ 
dom encountered this nice, and one of only 59.850 pieces struck. 
Possibly from one of two small hoards found years ago.” Ex: 
Trompeter Collection (Superior. 2/92). lot 185. 

473 1909-D MS 62 PCGS. A scarce and underrated issue, especially dif¬ 
ficult in mint state. Trends SI.650. 


474 1910-D MS 64 PCGS. Third most common issue of the type. Trends 
$1,925. 

475 1913-S MS 63 PCGS. This outstanding rarity is seldom available in 
strict mint state, making this choice example of special interest and 
importance to collectors. Population: 8 in 63. only 2 finer. Trends 
$35,000. 

476 1915 MS 64 PCGS. Scarcer date in the series. Trends S2.I00. 

477 1926 MS 63 PCGS. The surfaces display intense luster and several 
minor contact marks that limit the grade. 

478 1926 MS 64 PCGS. Perfect for a choice type set. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 

479 1850 AU 58 NGC. Very well struck for this popular first year issue, 
with ample luster in the protected areas. 

480 1858-S AU 50 PCGS. Most often seen well worn (VF-XF) and 
rarely encountered at the uncirculated level. 

481 1860-S AU 50 PCGS. The 1860-S is one of the scarcest S-mint dou¬ 
ble eagles despite a hefty mintage of more than half a million pieces. 
The typical coin is VF or XF. 

482 1867-S AU 50 NGC. A very scarce Type Two twenty that is a con¬ 
dition rarity above XF with AU pieces being surprisingly scarce. 
Softly struck, there are noticeable portions of mint luster surround¬ 
ing the devices still, and the surfaces show only small abrasions. 


483 1872-S AU 58 NGC. A relatively obtainable Type One twenty that is 
usually easy to locate in lower grades but can prove to be a challenge 
in AU or mint condition. Sharply struck with good remaining lusier 
and a moderate number of mostly smaller abrasions. 

484 1873-S Closed 3 MS 60 PCGS. Well struck with much remaining 
-luster and showing a number of small bagtnarks on each side, typi¬ 
cal for the grade. The more common of the two varieties. Trends 
SI.500 in MS 60. 


485 1875 MS 62 PCGS. One of the more common Type Two twenties in 
mint state, but still "seldom seen." according to Akers. Satiny with 
green-gold accents about the stars and lettering. Trends $2,250. 

486 1875-CC AU 58 PCGS. A frosty, nearlv-new specimen, yellow-gold 
in color and kept from full mint state status by a whisper of obverse 
friction. An opportunity to acquire a high grade example of this pop¬ 
ular Carson City twenty. 

487 1875-S MS 61 PCGS. A frosty Type Two specimen and a date that 
almost always tops out at MS 60 or MS 61. Trends $825 in MS 60, 
$3,500 in MS 62. 


488 1880 AU 55 NGC. A lower mintage (51.456 pieces) Philadelphia 
issue that seldom appears in strict uncirculated condition. 

489 1883-S MS 62 PCGS. Sharply struck with subdued mint luster. Very 
scarce in mint condition. Population: 34 in 62, 10 finer. 

490 1884-CC AU 50 NGC. A high grade example of this relatively 
"common" Carson City twenty. Fully struck with darker color on the 
highpoints of the devices and a few abrasions on each side. 

491 1892 AU 53 NGC. A very rare and eagerly sought-after P-mint dou¬ 
ble eagle, the second rarest P-mint issue and third rarest date of the 
1890s. Much of the original mint luster remains, and the surfaces are 
covered with rich reddish-gold patina. A series of small grease stains 
were struck into the top of the reverse. Trends $2,100 in AU 50. 
$2,800 in AU 55. 

492 1894-S MS 63 PCGS. Fully struck with thick orange-gold mint lus¬ 
ter and only showing a few minor field marks on each side. A scarce 
coin in MS 63 and seldom seen any finer. Trends $1,150. 

493 1899 MS 64 NGC. A vibrant golden-orange specimen, satiny in tex¬ 
ture and quite clean for the grade. 

494 1904-S MS 64 PCGS. Both sides display a vibrant, prooflike bril¬ 
liance and only minimal surface blemishes. 

495 1907-D MS 64 PCGS. A refreshing alternative to the usually seen 
1904 or 1900. this issue is slightly scarcer in choice condition. 

CERTIFIED SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLES 


496 1907 High Relief XF 40 PCGS. Some deep, brick-red patina has 

gathered in the protected areas. A moderately circulated, affordable 
example of one of the loveliest and most popular of all American 


497 1908 No Motto MS 64 PCGS. An extremely bright, satiny appear¬ 
ance couples with a near absence of noticeable bagmarks to produce 
a very nice coin. 

498 1908-S MS 62 NGC. The 1908-S is one of the rarest issues in the 
Saint-Gaudens series. Not only does it have a very low mintage of 
only 22.000 pieces (second only to the 1907 High Relief), but it is 
also scarce in all grades, especially so in mint state. 1908-S twenties 
have a reputation for always being sharply struck, and so it is with 
this piece. The surfaces show the soft, frosted luster usually seen, 
and there are a few small marks in the fields on each side. 
Population: 5 in 62, 17 finer. Trends $7,900. 

1909 MS 63 PCGS. A very scarce early Saint that is extremely dif¬ 
ficult to locate in all grades of mint state. Trends $5,500. 
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1909/8 MS 62 PCGS. Scarcely seen in mint state, this is an impres¬ 
sive piece for the grade that has pronounced granularity to the sur¬ 
faces overall and attractive satinv luster. Minimally abraded. Trends 
S 1.350. 

1909-D MS 62 NGC. A very scarce early mintmarked Saint that is 
seldom seen in any grade of mint state. Well struck with good color 
and luster and a few small marks scattered across both sides. Trends 
SI,600. 

1910 MS 61 PCGS. Satiny mint luster with some light scattered 
marks. 

1910 MS 64 PCGS. A much scarcer date in MS 64 condition with 
only 97 pieces having been so graded with 13 finer. Sharply defined 
with soft, frosted luster, rich "golden-orange toning, and minimal 
abrasions for the grade. Trends SI.475. 

1911-D MS 65 NGC. Fully struck with pleasing matte-like surfaces 
and showing a rich golden patina over both sides. A very nice gem 
example of this date. Trends SI,600. 

1911-S MS 65 NGC. The bright, lustrous surfaces show the mild 
granularity that is usually seen on this issue. There are just a few tiny 
field marks and these tend to blend in rather well w'ith the matte-like 
fields. Sharply struck. Trends 55,100. 

1913- S MS 62 NGC. Always a popular date with collectors because 
of the low mintage of only 34,000 pieces, this is an attractive coin 
with good luster and color. Trends SI.850. 

1914 MS 63 NGC. Well struck and relatively clean, but just not quite 
enough “pop” to grade higher. Still a scarcer date. Trends SI.250. 

1914- D MS 64 NGC. Sparkling mint luster overlays matte-like sur¬ 
faces. 

1914- S MS 62 PCGS. A very pleasing and original coin that has 
excellent mint frost and is very bright. 

1915- S MS 66 PCGS. Stunning quality for this issue, the refreshing 
lack of abrasions and orange-gold originality result in matchless eye 
appeal. While fairly common in grades up to and including MS 64, 
the ‘15-S double eagle is relatively scarce at the 65 level. Pieces 
grading above MS 65 must be considered quite rare and can cur¬ 
rently be counted on one hand. Undoubtedly one of the finest exam¬ 
ples of this date and mintmark. Population: 5 in 66. none finer. 

1922-S MS 62 NGC. A trifle scuffy but fully lustrous and showing 
considerable reddish color. One of the more affordable mintmarked 
Saints from the 1920s. Trends SI,100. 

1923 MS 64 PCGS. A date that is seldom found nicer. 

1924 MS 64 PCGS. Beautiful luster with light toning, a few obverse 
marks preclude a higher grade. 

1924 MS 65 NGC. Clean surfaces with excellent luster and a strong 
strike in all areas. A lovely gem Saint. 

1924-D AU 58 NGC. Scarce to rare because the majority of late 
date, mintmarked Saint-Gaudens pieces were melted in the 1930s. 
Pleasing satiny luster with just a hint of rub. Trends S 1.550 in AU 
55, $1,850 in MS 60. 

1924-D MS 61 PCGS. Rather extensively abraded and not fully 
struck, but still, a fully lustrous example of this scarce and desirable 
mintmarked Saint. A median rarity in the series. Trends SI,850 in 
MS 60, S3.000 in MS 62. 

1924-S MS 61 NGC. A scarce and highly respected mintmarked 
Saint that is somewhat more available today than it was thirty or 
forty years ago (due to a small quantity found in Europe), but is nev¬ 
ertheless still a difficult issue. This piece has somewhat bright sur¬ 
faces that are reasonably well struck and quite free from the heavy 
bagmarking so often seen. 


518 1924-S MS 64 NGC. Formerly considered among the most elusive 
Saint-Gaudens issues, the ‘24-S is today among the median scarci¬ 
ties in the series and very similar to both the overall population and 
condition rarity of the ‘24-D. The central devices of this choice spec¬ 
imen are fairly well struck and very frosty, with tinges of orange- 
gold patina about the borders. If a noticeably finer ‘24-S double 
eaele exists, we have not seen it. Population: 11 in 64. none higher. 
Trends SI7.000. 

519 1925-D MS 62 NGC. A highly lustrous example of this very scarce 
mintmarked Saint from the 1920s. There are several contact marks 
on each side that prevent a higher grade, otherwise, this piece has the 
appearance of a finer coin. Of great importance to the specialist in 
this series. Trends S3.400. 

520 1925-S MS 62 NGC. The 1925-S is one of the major rarities in the 
series, and one of the few mintmarked issues from this decade that 
actually circulated to any appreciable degree. Most available speci¬ 
mens are XF or AU with marginal quality Uncs. quite elusive. This 
is a reasonably well struck coin that has bright satin-like luster and 
shows minimal abrasions for the grade. A pleasing uncirculated 
specimen of this elusive issue. Population: 21 in 62. only 10 finer. 
Trends $13,000. 

521 1926-S MS 62 NGC. An attractive example of this very scarce, 
mintmarked Saint that is always in demand by advanced collectors. 
The design details are generally well brought up and the coin has a 
subtle red and olive coloration. There are a number of small abra¬ 
sions on each side, but none that are singularly distracting or worthy 
of individual mention. Trends $2,150. 

522 1927 MS 63 AN ACS. Well struck with superb mint luster and strong 
eye appeal. A very choice, conservatively graded example of the 
Saint-Gaudens design. 

523 1927 MS 65 PCGS. Superb mint frost that is extremely vibrant. The 
only detracting features are a couple of hardly noticeable abrasions 
on the upper portion of the eagle’s wing. 

524 1927 MS 65 PCGS. Bright, shimmering, lustrous surfaces, the coin 
overall has superb eye appeal and the features are noticeably free 
from all but the most minute post-striking impairments. Orange-gold 
patina has formed on each side. 

CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE SILVER 

525 1921 Alabama MS 64 PCGS. Both sides have a light layer of violet- 
gray and golden-gray patina with some underlying mint luster. Only 
a couple of very small ticks can be seen on the faces of Bibb and 
Kilby. Definitely above average for the grade and for this scarce 


526 1921 Alabama MS 64 PCGS. Light golden-brown color with the 
typical softness on the eagle. A pleasing example for the grade. 

527 1921 Alabama MS 64 PCGS. Untoned with subdued luster charac¬ 
teristics and only a few tiny marks in the central portion of the 
obverse. 

528 1936 Albany MS 64 NGC. Lightly toned on the obverse with a deep¬ 
er toned reverse and clean surfaces overall. 

529 1937 Antietam MS 65 NGC. A gem quality, silvery-gray example 
with subtle golden overtones in the protected areas. 

530 1935-D Arkansas MS 65 PCGS. Lustrous with a ring of light gold¬ 
en-brown toning surrounding the rim on the obverse. 

531 1935-D Arkansas MS 66 NGC. Pristine steel-violet surfaces with 
overlays of orange and green iridescence in some of the more pro¬ 
tected areas. 

532 1936-S Bay Bridge MS 65 NGC. Virtually void of contact marks, 
each side displays a covering of subdued gray luster. A clean, origi¬ 
nal example. 

533 1936-S Bay Bridge MS 66 NGC. A satiny and obviously original 
example that has escaped all but the most trivial surface marks. A 
moderate amount of russet and charcoal toning is seen on both sides. 
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1936 Bridgeport MS 65 PCGS. A satiny, exceptionally clean e: 
pie of this issue. 


1925-S California MS 66 PCGS. Beautifully preserved with brilliant 
centers surrounded by partial peripheral arcs of sunset-red and gun- 
metal-blue toning. A lovely specimen. 


1936-S Columbia MS 67 NGC. The satiny surfaces appear to be vir¬ 
tually flawless and are just beginning to tone in speckled golden 
hues about the lettering. 


1892 Columbian MS 65 PCGS. A lovely gem example of this first 
silver commemorative half dollar. The surfaces, in addition to being 
clean and essentially problem-free, are covered with bright-white, 
satiny luster. 


556 1918 Lincoln MS 65 PCGS. The Lincoln is a very difficult com¬ 
memorative to locate with clean surfaces. Not as much care was 
taken with the early com me moral ives as with the more commercial¬ 
ized later issues in the 1930s. This is a pleasing coin with bright lus¬ 
trous surfaces that show only a faint bit of color on either side. 

557 1936 Long Island MS 65 PCGS. Both sides of this frosty example 
are covered with a pale golden hue over deeply lustrous surfaces. 

558 1936 Lynchburg MS 65 PCGS. An extremely well preserved exam¬ 
ple of this issue, nicely lustrous with a light overlay of pale golden- 
violet and sky-blue color. 


1921 Missouri MS 64 PCGS. Just the slightest bit of color can be 
discerned over the sparkling, lustrous surfaces. Exceptionally clean, 
there are only a few minor luster grazes on the face of the frontiers- 


563 1923-S Monroe MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant throughout with exception¬ 

ally bright, frosted mint luster. This is an exceptionally choice and 
attractive example of this important commemorative half-dollar. 


543 1935 Connecticut MS 64 NGC. Deep shades of silver-gray patina 
cover each side. 

544 1935 Connecticut MS 65 PCGS. Satiny with only the slightest hint 
of color. This remarkable coin shows virtually no marks on the 
eagle, very unusual for this issue. 

545 1935 Connecticut MS 65 NGC. Superb silver-gray surfaces with 
occasional highlights of pastel gold. An attractive specimen. 

546 1936 Elgin MS 65 PCGS. Essentially fully brilliant, the obverse bor¬ 
ders on perfection with no marks noted. A conservatively graded 
piece. 

547 1936 Elgin MS 65 PCGS. This frosty gem displays satiny surfaces 
and original silver-gray toning. 

548 1936 Gettysburg MS 65 PCGS. The obverse of this gem is almost 
completely free of marks, and the reverse shields are much cleaner 
than usual, particularly in light of their vulnerable position. Only a 
trace of golden color can be seen on either side. 

549 1936 Gettysburg MS 65 PCGS. There are a few marks on the shields 
that limit the grade, but overall this is a pleasing coin that shows a 
frosty-white appearance. 


564 1923-S Monroe MS 64 PCGS. A lustrous and clean example of this 
conditionally scarce commemorative half dollar. Light in color and 
showing no obvious or detracting blemishes on either side. 

565 1923-S Monroe MS 65 NGC. The obverse displays some mottled 
golden-brown toning, the reverse is also similarly toned. Only rarely 
is this low relief early issue seen in such lofty condition. 

566 1938 New Rochelle MS 65 PCGS. Light in color with very few 
marks. 

567 1938 New Rochelle MS 66 NGC. A pristine example of this scarce 
and popular commemorative. A hint of golden-red color shows on 
each side. 

568 1926 Oregon MS 65 PCGS. Well defined, as usual, with a light coat¬ 
ing of silver-gray patina over each side. 

569 1936-S Oregon MS 66 NGC. Subdued luster due to an overlay of 
dove-gray toning with a hint of rose-gold color. 

570 I937-D Oregon MS 65 PCGS. Milky, silver-gray surfaces overall. 

571 1920 Pilgrim MS 65 NGC. An original coin with excellent luster, 
toned in rich, golden shades. 


550 1922 Grant MS 64 NGC. Some light peach toning overlays both 

sides, slightly deeper on the obverse. 


572 1920 Pilgrim MS 65 NGC. Brightly lustrous and lightly toned, a 

sharply struck example. 


551 1922 Grant MS 64 NGC. Lightly toned in the fields and over the 
more exposed portions of the devices with much brilliance showing 
beneath the outer devices. Flashy and lustrous with no mentionable 
abrasions. 

552 1922 Grant with Star MS 64 PCGS. Bright prooflike surfaces, vir¬ 
tually untoned and with the normal amount of die polishing seen on 
this scarce silver commem. 

553 1924 Huguenot MS 64 NGC. Satiny, untoned surfaces display a 
bright, lustrous appearance. Conservatively graded. 

554 1924 Huguenot MS 65 PCGS. The steel-gray surfaces show just a 
touch of golden patina on the design. 

555 1925 Lexington AU 53 PCI. subdued appearance: and a 1936 York 
MS 60 Buffed. Both coins are PCI certified. (Total: 2 coins) 


573 1936 Rhode Island MS 65 PCGS. The obverse is brilliant-white 
while yellow-gold toning accents the reverse. 

574 1936-D Rhode Island MS 66 NGC. Delicate lilac, gray, and golden 
toning spread over both sides with strong underlying luster. 
Obviously original. 

575 1935-S San Diego MS 66 NGC. A lovely coin that shows rings of 
pastel iridescence around the obverse with the color more evenly 
spread across the reverse. 

576 1936-D San Diego MS 65 PCGS. Brilliant with exceptional frosted 
luster that is more suggestive of a 66 coin, only held back by a cou¬ 
ple of abrasions on the obverse on the knee and breasts of Liberty (as 
usual). 

577 1936-D San Diego MS 66 NGC. Fully brilliant and white, the details 
on both sides are boldly struck. A sparkling gem. 
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578 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Deep peripheral toning with a 
few small chicken scratches on Washington’s cheek. An attractive, 
original piece. 

579 1936-D Texas MS 66 PCGS. Superb, bright luster is complemented 
with a razor sharp strike and a hint of patina. 

580 1936-S Texas MS 66 PCGS. Light silvery-gray patina, shading to 
delicate gold in the outer protected areas. 

581 1937 Texas MS 65 PCGS. Light color on the obverse with a brilliant 
reverse. Excellent luster overall. 

582 1937 Texas MS 65 PCGS. Fully white and lustrous, a sparkling gem 
example. 

583 I937-D Texas MS 65 PCGS. A hint of light silver-gray patina shows 
on each side. 

584 1937-S Texas MS 65 PCGS. A bright, lustrous example w-ith a faint 
opaque haze on each side. Near mark-free. 

585 1938-S Texas MS 66 NGC. Virtually untoned with just a hint of 
golden color on the reverse. Slightly scarcer issue. 

586 1925 Vancouver MS 66 PCGS. Wonderfully preserved beneath 
rose-gray and light russet toning, with flashes of bluish-green irides¬ 
cence about the outer portions. Outstanding quality for this more dif¬ 
ficult early commemorative. 

587 1927 Vermont MS 65 PCGS. Moderately toned an original golden- 
brown color on the obverse, the reverse is a much lighter, sky-blue 
color. 

588 1936 Wisconsin MS 67 NGC. Light in color, the surfaces are essen¬ 
tially perfect, even the miner’s arm is free from the abrasions that 
invariably are seen there. 

CERTIFIED COINS OF HAWAII 

589 1883 Hawaii Quarter MS 66 NGC. Incredibly lustrous with beau¬ 
tiful original toning in shades of lavender, crimson-red, and 
turquoise-blue. This is a very difficult issue in this state of preserva¬ 
tion. Population: 11 in 66, I finer. 

CERTIFIED PATTERN 

590 1855 Flying Eagle Cent, Judd-168 Original, Pollock-193. R.4, 
PR 60 Red and Brown NGC. The design shows a large eagle sur¬ 
rounded by 13 stars on the obverse while on the reverse ONE CENT 
is surrounded by a thick laurel wreath which is. in turn, surrounded 
by UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. Struck in bronze with a plain 
edge. Light mottled orange-red color. Just a few minor marks and 
light flyspecks.
